At our house the electric power was off only a couple of 
hours and seeing those lights come back on was a thrill. 
Multiply that by the days and days our fellow citizens are 
having to cope with the lack of power and we feel even 
more thankful. Then we look around and see hundreds 
without a home to get power back to and we are more 
humbled. 


Now we will vent a bit. For days and days there were 
warnings that the storm was going to hit somewhere along 
the Gulf coast and folks needed to get out NOW. As 
always all too many didn’t heed the advice at the time and 
were stuck in the dangerous areas throughout the storm. 
Then when things got really rough they wanted help . . . in 
other words they wanted other people to risk their own 
lives because of their efforts to defy Mother Nature. Sure 
we would have helped them if possible during that terrible 
time but our impulse would have been to first slap them 
aside the head with a ball bat and then rescue them from 
the storm! 


Sunday afternoon we watched as the management of The 
Ranch House in Elba, along with a stack of volunteers, 
cooked a bunch of BBQ, rice, beans, etc., hauled it to 
Graceville, FL and fed storm victims, no questions asked. 
The line of storm victims was long, the air was hot, etc., 
but those folks all waited patiently until the line moved up 
and they were served. We have no idea how many people 
were fed, but the food was all eaten. In fact when the BBQ 
buns ran out, the volunteers began stuffing the meat into 
hotdog buns! The only difference is the shape of the bread 
sooo ....not a crumb nor morsel of meat was wasted! 


It was also heartwarming to see those power company 
workers going from one destroyed power pole to the next 
as they put in long, long hours getting the electricity back 
on to one more customer and then one more until maybe 
by the weekend all but the worst parts of the power grid 
down around the coast will be back in service.

Grimes Family Reunion celebrates 100 years 


Over 50 descendants of 
James Shorter Grimes and 
his wife, Malissia Tillis 
Grimes, gathered Saturday, 
Oct. 6, for a reunion. 

This reunion was first 
held on Sunday, Oct. 6, 
1918, — one hundred years 
ago. The occasion was 
Malissia’s birthday and her 
eldest son, John, leaving to 
go off to WWI. The war 
ended one month later on 
Nov. 11th, so he never had 
to go overseas.

The high school football regular season may be winding 
down fast, but that doesn’t take away the importance of 
the remaining games s all five teams in the area will be 
fighting for playoff spots this week in week #8 action.

Tigers roar, but | 
Panthers score |

The Elba Tigers saw their five-game winning streak and 
dreams of a region title come to an abrupt end Friday night 
with a hard fought 35-27 loss to the Georgiana Panthers, in 
front of a large and boisterous crowd at Georgiana. 

Georgiana received the opening kickoff and made it 
clear the Panthers intended to protect their home turf as 
Christopher Mixon fielded the kick at the 10-yardline, 
bounced outside after reaching the middle and raced 90 
yards untouched for a touchdown. Mixon added the extra- 
point and with only 18-seconds gone off the clock the 
Panthers were already on top 7-0. 

Elba appeared ready to answer the sudden score on its 
initial possession and led by the running of Richmon 
Singletary drove 49 yards in six plays to reach a first down 
at the Georgiana 16-yardline. Singletary rushed for 50 
yards on four carries and pulled in a 12-yard pass reception 
during the long march downfield. However, a two-yard 
loss on third down and two at the 8-yardline stalled the 
march, and one play later the Tigers handed the ball back 
to the Panthers. 

Elba quickly regained possession at the Georgiana 17- 
yardline after the Tigers Alex Wright blocked a Panther 
punt, and this time the Tigers cashed in the scoring oppor- 
tunity to pull even on the scoreboard. The touchdown came 
ona 1-yard blast up the middle by Singletary on fourth 
down and goal on the first play of the second quarter, and 
Iverson Lane booted the extra-point as Elba pulled even at 
7-7 with 11:55 left in the second quarter. 

Georgiana began its ensuing possession at its own 42- 
yardline and went 58 yards in eight plays to regain the 
lead. A 10-yard pass completion from Christopher Mixon 
to Chase Black on third down and five kept the drive alive 
early, while the score came on a 13-yard run up the middle 
by Kyle Powell. A bad snap foiled the extra-point try, but 
with 7:48 left in the quarter the Panthers were back on top 
13-7. 

Elba reached a first down at the Georgiana 18-yardline 
on its next offensive series led by the running of Byron 
Johnson, but a 10-yard loss on first down and two penal- 
ties against the Tigers backed the Tigers up and forced a 
fourth down punt. The punt proved to be a plus for the 
Tigers; however, as Georgiana gambled with a return near 
the goalline and fumbled the ball back to the Tigers just 
inches from the goalline. Richmon Singletary scored on 
the next play on a one-yard run, and although the extra- 
point try failed, Elba was back even at 13-13 with 3:06 
remaining in the half. 

Georgiana started its next possession at its own 19-yard- 
line and this time needed only seven plays to cover the 81 
yards to the endzone. Christopher Mixon gained 38 yards 
on two carries and scored the touchdown on a 4-yard run, 
while Kyle Powell ran in the two-point conversion to put 
the Panthers back on top 21-13 with 1:05 still left in the 
half. 

Elba failed to move the chains on its initial series of the 
second half, but regained possession at its own 38-yardline 
after a short Panther punt, and went 62 yards in four plays 
to get back into the endzone. Richmon Singletary gained 
37 yards on two carries to help lead the Tigers down the 
field, while the score came on a 25-yard pass from Byron 
Johnson to Dezmion Roberson. A two-point run failed to 
produce points, but with 5:09 left in the third quarter the 
Tigers had cut the Panthers lead to 21-19. 

Georgiana put the ball in play near midfield early in the 
fourth quarter after a series of punts and went 58 yards in 
three plays to stretch its lead. The score came on a 14-yard 
run by Mixon, and Mixon added the extra-point as the 
Panthers upped their lead to 28-19 with 7:43 left on the 
clock. 

The big lead didn’t last for long; however, as on the 
ensuing kickoff Elba’s Richmon Singletary fielded the 
kick at the 13-yardline, spotted a hole in the middle of the 
field and raced 87 yards for a Tiger touchdown. Byron 
Johnson ran in the two-point conversion, and with 7:31 left 
Elba was within 28-27. 

Georgiana recovered a squib kick near midfield on the 
ensuing kickoff and one play later was right back in the 
endzone as Christopher Mixon turned the corner on the 
Elba defense and scooted 40 yards down the sidelines for 
a touchdown. Mixon’s extra-point try was true, and with 
7:04 remaining in the final stanza the Panthers were back 
in charge with a 35-27 advantage. 

Elba moved the chains once on its ensuing possession 
before being forced to punt, and Georgiana kept the ball 
for over four minutes to ice the exciting 35-27 Panther 
win. 

Richmon Singletary rushed for 157 yards and 2 touch- 
downs on 25 carries and returned a kickoff 87 yards for a 
touchdown to spark the Elba offense, while Byron Johnson 
added 68 yards rushing on 8 carries and completed 6 of 12 
passes for 78 yards and one score. 

Christopher Mixon rushed for 154 yards and 3 td’s on 13 
carries and returned a kickoff 90 yards for a touchdown to
